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MR. TYLER PRACTICALLY MAKES A STATEME aD 


Last season, from the cloistered fastness of his New Amsterdam Theatre office, George 
C. Tyler promised that he would produce “‘The Constant Nymph’ here if he could find 
some one to play the leading role, and that he might also do a piece called “Tommy.” But. 
he wasn’t to be quoted on ‘“Tommy’’—maybe he wouldn’t present it after all. He also might 
send Glenn Hunter on tour in ‘“Young Woodley’; but that, too, wasn’t certain, so nothing 
was to be said about it. 

He found a Tessa for ‘‘The Constant Nymph’’ in Beatrix Thomson. ‘he play came to 
New York in December, after ‘“Young Woodley’’ had already been on tour for five weeks. 
“Tommy” arrived at the Gaiety in January and later moved to the Eltinge, retiring only a 
few weeks ago. Mr. Tyler then brought Mrs. Patrick Campbell to America for her first 
appearance here in fourteen years. He assembled a cast of sixteen stars, headed by the late 
John Drew, Pauline Lord, Helen Gahagan, Rollo Peters and O. P. Heggie, for a revival of 
“Trelawny of the Wells,” later sending the play on a transcontinental tour. Five pro- 
ductions materialized out of a vague promise of one or, possibly, two. 

Then in April the manager said he wanted a rest. He was going away; he had had 
enough of the theatre for one year. Next season he’d know better. One play, maybe two— 
that would be all. Yet the office boy was sure he saw Mr. Tyler pick up an extra fountain 
pen as he was leaving; he also thought he saw the producer take along some papers strangely 
resembling contracts. ; 

About a week ago Mr. Tyler returned. His clairvoyant Boswell met him on his arrival, 
ready with pencil, pad and multiplication table to multiply by six anything Mr. Tyler had to say. 

“Now, Mr. Tyler: it is reported that you are going to have Glenn Hunter in Fulton 
Oursler and Aubrey Kennedy’s ‘Behold This Dreamer’ for a late September opening in New 
York: Pauline Lord in Georg? Middleton’s ‘When Ships Come In,’ Elliot Nugent in Booth 
Tarkington and Harry Leon Wilson’s ‘Hoosiers Abroad’ for a Chicago opening in September, 
with ‘Fommy’ running there, too; ‘The Constant Nymph’ in Philedelphia, Don Marquis’s 
‘Out of the Sea’ and Louis N. Parker’s new play, with Helen Gahagan. How much of this 
shall I deny?”’ : 

Without thinking, Mr. Tyler answered: ‘“‘Don’t admit any of it.” Then as an after- 
thought, ‘“‘Sust say ‘yes and no,’ but don’t quote me.” 

Whereupon the press agent, by his own system of lightening calcuiation, figured that 
half promises of five plays, or, in otherk words, two and a half plays, multiplied by six would 
bring the total of reasonable possibilities to fifteen during the coming season. In order to 
find out what could be expected, he continued the cross-examination. 

“Whom did you visit in Europe, Mr. Tyler?”’ 

“Well, I saw Louis Parker. He hasn’t been here since we did ‘Joseph and his Brethren’ 
twelve years ago. Mr. Parker is very much interested in Italian politics. Yes, he’s still writing 
plays; he’s just finished a new one. Also, I saw Premier Mussolini in Rome. I was allowed 
a half hour with him, listening and talking ——principally talking.” 

‘About what?”’ 

‘‘About one thing or another.” 

“May I say that Parker has written a play about Mussolini. which you are shortly to 
produce?” 

“If you do, I'll fire you. I visited Parker again at his villa at Vervey, Switzerland— 
spent a week there Frank O’Malley and Wythe Williams were both there. They're writing 
plays, too. 

“For you?”’ 

“No, but don’t quote me.” 

“Mr. Tyler, when will you begin your production schedule for this, your thirty-sixth 
season?”’ 

“Yes and no—I may not start it at all—but don’t quote me,’’ he answered, as his 
general manager came up with railroad tickets to Chicago for the “Tommy’”’ cast, tickets to 
Philadelphia for ‘“‘The Constant Nymph’’ company, contracts for Glenn Hunter and Pauline 
Lord and a varied assortment of official looking documents.
